Jones to Introduce 
Bill to Protect 
Coal from A-Power 


State Senator Glen O Jones of 
Raleigh today said that he plans 
to introduce a measure to establish 
a non salaried commission on atom­ 
ic energy to look into the problem 
of protecting Illinois coal from the 
impact of the u>e of atomic power 
He said he also plans to ask the 
legislature to see what can be done 
through legislation to protect the 
people of the state from possible 
H bomb attack, declaring that at 
present there is no legislation along 
this line. 
Along the same line. he said, he 
seeks legislation to encourage and 
assisi in the relocation of indus­ 
trial areas of the state into smaller 
communities because of possible 
attack. 
Senator Jones has been devoting 
considerable time in his capacity 
as a legislator to his proposal to" 
move essential industry out of the 
big city areas 
Jones this week introduced a bill 
of interest to township officials. 
It would permit the use of motor 
fuel tax funds which are allocated 
to townships to be used for main­ 
tenance and repair of township 
roads and bridges other than new 
construction, not to exceed 25 per 
cent of the total allocation to the 
township and only where the town­ 
ship has exhausted its local tax 
funds 
Now these allocations must 
be used entirely on new construc­ 
tion or on reconstruction and main­ 
tenance and repair of motor fuel 
tax roads only. 
He also introduced a bill which 
would require, beginning with 1956 
models, that all new cars sold in 
Illinois must have attachments to 
which buyers can install safety

WASHINGTON 
IP — President 
Eisenhower met with the National 
Security Council today Speculation 
rose that the United States may 
shortly press Nationalist China to 
consider ne* peace moves in the 
Formosa Straits 
Under study for some time is a 
plan calling for a ceaNefire in the 
Formosa Straits linked to a N a­ 
tionalist withdrawal from the Quc- 
moy and Matsu islands 
Under this plan, the Nationalists 
would be given broader Allied guar­ 
antees for the defense of Formosa 
and the United Nations might be 
asked to go on record opposing use 
of force to settle the Formosa cri­ 
sis. 
There is no official word that 
the United State- is ready to ask 
the Nationalists to consider with­ 
drawing from the off-shore Que- 
moy and Matsu islands.

Violence Erupts 
In Strike at 
Sperry Plant 


LAKE SUCCESS. N. Y. (TE) — 
Federal mediators meet today with 
officials of the striking Internation­ 
al Union of Electrical Workers Un­ 
ion (CIO) in an urgent effort to 
end a violent, fist-swinging labor 
dispute at the Sperry Gyroscope 
Co., here. 
The meeting in New York City 
u,.s called in the wake oL a morn­ 
ing-long clash Wednesday between 
pickets, nonstrikers and police. 
The violence occurred when more 
than 1,000 pickets massed at 15 
entrances 
of 
the 
Luke 
Success 
plant. 
One nonstriker, foreman Fred 
Kober, 62, died of a heart attack 
inside the plant after pushing thru 
the pickets at one plant entrance. 
Two men were arrested, at least 
60 automobiles were damaged and 
many bruises were reported as a 
result of the melee 
The strike occurred at midnight 
Monday when negotiations broke 
down between the company and 
Local 450 of the IUP!. 
The union 
represents some 9,500 production 
workers at Sperry plants here and 
in Brooklyn and Queens. 
Shortly before the strike began 
Secretary of Labor James P. Mit­ 
chell appealed that there be no in­ 
terruption in production of elec­ 
tronic equipment the company was 
manufacturing for the armed forc­ 
es under a defense contract 
Wages are the main issue in dis­ 
pute in the strike. 
The union has 
demanded an 18 cent hourly wage 
inert ase. 
The company offered a 
12-cent increase spread over three 
years. 
Production workers wages 
averaged about $2.00 an hour un 
der the old contract.
